Lecal Men Say the Price of Cattle Will 
rig? Drop or Meat Go Up. 

d Morris of Nelson Morris & Co. said last 
night de had heard of Justice Harlan’s decis- 
ion during the day. He said: I was very 
sorry to hear such a decision had been made. 
The butterine business was getting to be quite 
an industry. I think there were somewhere 
near 90,000,000 pounds produced and sold 
last year. What will the effect be? Well, if 
the States take advantdge of the decision it 
will close the market against the product. 
That will affect the price of cattle, because 
manufacturers could not get as much 
out of cattle as they can now, when 
they manufacture and find a market 
for butterine. The price of cattle would have 
to go down or the price of meat would have 
to co up. Either one of these conditions 
would follow a general enforcement of the de- 
cision,”

wholesome food—not quite so good, perhaps, 
as genuine butter, but a good food with 
nothing deleterious about it. The people 
want it because it’s cheaper than 
butter, and its manufacture has come to bea 
great industry. I was interested in the busi- 
ness when the oleomargarine bill was passed. 
l..considered. it ridiculous and absurd. Of 
course this decision may bring about addi- 
tional litigation. The daitymen made a 
great fight against the manufactured article, 
but it has grown in favor. Iam a dairyman 
myself. I have a herd of forty cows and 
have butter to sell, but I do not think this 
new decision will curtail the manufacture of 
butterine. 

A. R. Swift said if the decision had 
the effect of decreasing the demand for 
butterine, or rather shutting off the 
market for it, something would have to give 
way. The industry has gotten to be so ex- 
tensive that it has ite effect on the cattle 
market. If packers or manufacturers cannot 
produce as much from cattle as they are able 
to do now the price of cattle will either go 
down or the price of meat will go up. A 
closing of the markets would bring about 
either one of the conditions I have mentioned. 
It’s bound to.” 


TWO WOMEN OURED AT LOURDES. 


They Contribate Memorials Which Are 
Dedicated at Longue Pointé, Que. 

MowrreaL, Que., Dec. 10.— [Special. —At 
Longue Pointe, Que., yesterday in the presence 
of hundreds of persons there took place a most 
solema religious demonstration. Miss Emelie 
Boucher, daughter of A. J. Boucher of this 
city, went to Lourdes, France, Sept. 5, 1891, 
where she was cured of a disease that had 
been proclaimed incurable by physicians here 
and abroad. Miss Boucher and her friends 
were so delighted that it was promised sol- 
emmnly at the foot of the altar to commemo- 
rate the event by erecting somewhere in Can- 
ada a fac simile grotto of the 
one which — 80 prominent in 
France. Longue Pointe, in which place 
Mr. Boucher formerly resided, was 
selected and the new parochial church which 
has just been rebuilt was chosen. The 
grotto, which is fifty feet square. has been 
erected on the left side of the church, 
and on the wall adjoining has been 
affixed a commemorative tablet and a 
suitable inscription. The grotto was solemn- 
ly inaugurated and blessed Saturday. Dur- 
ing the entire ceremony the grotto was pro- 
fusely decorated and gorgeously illumi- 
nated. At 2 p. m. another grand re- 
ligious demonstration was held in the 
chapel of the insane asylum at Longue Pointe 
to inaugurate a life-size statue of Notre Dame 
de Lourdes given by Dr. Bourque in com- 
memoration of the cure of Mrs. Borque, the 
cure being effected in the last Canadian pil- 
grimage to Lourdes.

ORDINANOE DISAPPEARS PROM THE 


ITT OLERK’S OFFICE. 


It Was for Right of Way on Homan Ave- 
nue for Congressman MeoGann's Street 
Railway Company=—City Clerk’s Office 
Ignorant of How It Got Away~New 
Ordinance Is Prepared and Passed at 
Last Night's Council Meeting Granting 
the Privilege Asked in the Missing One. 


Lawrence E. McGann, the Council Commit- 
tee on Streets and Alleys West, and Chief 
Clerk McGaffey of the City Cierk’s office 
want to know what has become of an ordi- 
pance granting the Chicago General railway 
company, of which Mr. McGann is President, 
permission to operate cars on Homan avenue 
between Twenty-third and Twenty-fifth 
streets, The ordinance must have run away, 
and this notwithstanding the fact it was recom- 
mended as a good, well-behaved ordinance 
by a large majority of the citizens who dwell 
on Homan avenue. It was introduced to the 
Council one week ago Monday by Ald. Engel 
of the Tenth Ward. With it was a big peti- 
tion asking for its passage. The ordinance 
and its accompanying prayer were referred 
to the Committee™on Streets and Alleys 
West. went to the City Clerk’s 
office, and Chief Clerk McGaffey said yester- 
day that its receipt was recorded and that he 
would make an affidavit that he placed the 
ordinance in the box devoted to the docu- 


ments of the Committee on Streets and Alleys 


West. 

That committee met yesterday afternoon. 
There was much more than a quorum pres- 
ent and it was prepared to consider the 
petition of the Homan avenue people and the 
ordinance of the railway company. Chair- 
man Keats opened the box, but the papers 
wanted were gone. McGaffey had put them 
into the box anddeft them there. No one but 
the Chairman of the committee and the at- 
tachés of the City Clerk’s office had access to 
the receptacie and none of the committee had 
seen the ordinance. This it was that gave 
rise to the belief that the ordinance must have 
taken to its heels. 


New Ordinance Is ,Passed, 


The railway company did not lose any time 
on account of the disappearance of the ordi- 
nance. It was reintroduced in the Council 
last night and passed under a suspension of 
the rules without any reference to.a commit- 
tee by a vote of 60 to 2, those voting in the 
negative being Larson and Conway; absent 
or not voting, Cooke, Morrison, Slepicka, 
Kelty, Cary, Kerr, and Mann. An amend- 
ment was adopted fixing the term of the fran- 
chise, so that it would expire the same date, 
Feb, 8, 1912, as the other franchises granted 
to this company. 

Three years ago next month anothergordi- 
nance of the same company was lost in 
just the same way. At least it dis- 
appeared somewhere on its journey 
between the Council chamber and the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys West. 
That first ordinance to disappear was 
introduced by Ald. Dorman and called for 
tracks on Twenty-second street. It went to 
the committee named above. When the com- 
mittee met Clerk Hermann said the ordi- 
nance bad gone to the Corporation Counsel 
to have some amendments considered. Ap- 
plication at the Corporation Counsel’s office 
brought out the statement that the ordinance 
was nut there and had not been there. It was 
never ound. At the next meeting of the 
Council an attempt was made to suspend the 
rules and have a duplicate ordinance which 
was introduced made a special order for the 
next meeting without reference to the com- 
mittee. This was lost, but the ordinance 
taking the ordinary course was finally passed. 

President McGann of the street railway in- 
terested said that he could account for the 
loss of the Homan avenue ordinance only on 
the ground that some interested people wished 
to annoy his company. 


Enemies Are Fighting it. 


„The road suffered in the same way once 
before, said Mr. McGann, though that was 
before my connection with it. The record 
shows that this last ordinance was introduced 
in due form. We can trace it to the box of 
the committee and there it is lost. Whatever 
proposition we have made to the public ha- 
been open and above board. We are making 
a good road and doing our duty by the public 
and the stockholders, and yet we have been 
subjected on the part of the emissaries of an- 
other road ‘to constant annoyance. These 
emissaries have told the people to whom we 
were trying to give good street car service that 
we were sandbaggers and that we had ne in- 
tention of carrying out our propositions. They 
have fought us every inch of our way, and 
this theft of our ordinance, if theft it be, is in 
perfect keeping with the methods that have 
been employed hitherto to handicap us. We 
have had another ordinance drawn up, 
and if it is necessary we will have 
every property-owner on Homan avenue 
within the street limits named in the ordi- 


nance at the Council chamber to ask that the 


ordinance be granted. The delay caused is 
the most serious inconvenience to us on ac- 
count of the approach of cold weather. The 
laying of our tracks on Homan avenue be- 
tween Twenty-third and Twenty-fifth streets 
enables us to avoid two dangerous crossings 
of the Burlington railroad, and as it is the 
general policy of the city to encourage the 
avoiding of grade crossings I should think 
there would be no hesitancy in granting us 
permission to lay the track. 

“We are giving service to a part of the city 
that has been neglected. The company that 
has been annoying us refused to give service 
there and fought in court those property- 
owners who sought to compel it to lay tracks, 
The property-owners lost the cage, and our 
road stepped in and gave them the con- 
veniences they wished. In the face of this 
that company throws obstacies in our way. 
In spite of attempted intimidation and annoy- 
ance we will carry our work through.“ 

Chief Clerk McGaffey said yesterday after- 
noon that the disappearance of the ordinance 
was a mystery to him. It went into the box 
of the committee,” he said, and I believe 
that it will turn up yet in some envelope or in 
some place where it was put by mistake.

erators against the agreement signed in June 
last. There will be a reduction in the local 
district, and operators in the Hocking Valley, 
Indiana, and Tilinois will be compelled to ask 
for a similar cut in order to meet the compe- 
tition. President McBride got out of a sick 
bed today to attend the conference. 
Associated with him on the na- 
tional board, representing the _ miners, 
were J. A. Crawford, representing the Iili- 
nois districts; Robert Cairns, representing 
the Pennsylvania districts; and Cameron Mil- 
ler, representing the Ohio miners, The op- 
erators were represented on the board by J. 
S. Morton of this city, S. Smith Talley of In- 
diana, and M. H. Taylor and F. L. Robbins 
of the Pittsburg district. The . meet- 
ing was harmonious throughout, and it 
was freely stated the two Pittsburg com- 
panies that had refused to sign the inter-State 
agreement had been mining coal for about 
55 cents a ton, while the others had been 
compelled to pay 69 cents, and in this way 
their trade had been captured. The following 
resolution was unanimonsly adopted:

Two doctors were called. Mabel finally was 
taken in a carriage to the Leonard residence, 
where Alma Leonard was found to bein the 
same condition as Mabel. Atter Alma had 
been revived she operated by mesmeric process 
on Mabel, who was brought to something like 
her normal condition again. Both girls, how- 
ever, all day Sunday, from time to time, suf- 
fered what seemed to be complete nervous 
collapee, but which they declared was the 
hypnotic control ot Dr. Pickin. Today they 
were somewhat better. During periods of 
comparative mental equipoise Mabel Briggs, 
with one hand on her forehead and a pad o 
paper on her knee, rapidly rode answe 
to all questions asked her, and in this 
way described events which were oc- 
curring elsewhere in the city of which 
she could not possibly have had knowledge 
by ordinary means. This is testified to by 
some of the most trustworthy citizens of the 
town. The girl wrote from right to left, re- 
versing the letters so that tne writing could be 
read easily by reflection in a mirror. She 
notified the people present of the where- 
abouts and identity of persons who were ap- 
proaching the house and made no mistakes.

PROOLAIMS THE LANDS FORFEITED. 


St. Paul Loses Several Tracts in the Sionx 
* Reservation. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Dec. 10,—The Presi- 
dent has issued a proctamation forfeiting to 
the United States certain lands in the Sioux 
Reservation in South Dakota, alleged to have 
beer earned by the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railway company under an 
agreement between the company and 
the Sioux Indians, ratified by an 
act of March, 2, 1889. These lands were 
to inure to the company upon condition that 
it shall within three years after the 
act takes effect construct and put 
in operation its line of road as provided for 
in the agreement which was made within 
nine months after the act took effect. In case 
of failure to construct the road, it was pro- 
vided that the lands granted for right of way, 
station grounds, or other railroad purposes 
shall be declared, by proclamation of the 
President, forfeited, and shall revert to the 
United States and be subject to entry under 
the provisions of the act. Secretary Smith 
todas directed the Commiesioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office to take proper steps to carry 
the proclamation into effect. 


BX-STATE SENATOR SEITER ASSIGNS.

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dec. 10.— Henry Seiter, the 
Lebanon banker and farmer, made an assign- 
ment this afternoon in the office of the Re- 
corder at Belleville, III., for the benefit of his 
creditors to Marshal W. Weir, his attorney.

I got in last summer on that account, but I 
have been out for six months or more, and 
I'm going to stay out.

It is a suit for $550,000 for breath of 
contract. The distilling company made a 
contract to feed 40,000 head of cattle for me, 
beginning Oct. 1.

Trust Secretary Talks. 

„It strikes me as a little curious that Mr. 
Morris did not wait until the end of the feed- 
ing season before bringmg suit,“ said Peter 
J. Hennessy, the Secretary of the Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding company, last night. “I 
do not know the exact terms of the contra ct 
with Mr. Morris, but I do know the company 
contracts to furnish feed from Oct. 1 to June 
1. How can Mr. Morris make a statement 
of damages before the season ends and be- 
fore he knows how much his intérests have 
been damaged, if damaged atall? Many of 
our distilleries have been closed and possibly 
that has shortened the food supply for the 
cattle. Weare now starting them up, but the 
number in operation will depend entirely on 
the condition of the trade. 

„Mr. Morris resigned as a director of the com 
pany in September and I don’t know whether 
he is a stockholder now or not. His cattle 
have been fed largely at St. Paul, Peoria, and 
at the Riverdale distillery here. At Peoria 
the Monarch and Manhattan plants have been 
started again. Whether this suit is an em- 
phatic way of showing on Mr. Morris’ part 
that his connection is broken with our com- 
pany I cannot say. The papers in the case 
were served on me this afternoon, but until 
I look into the contracts and other matters I 
can know but little about their merits.”

BANKS FAIL IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Financial Calamity That Will Take Years 
to Remove. g 

Sr. Jonus, N. F., Dee, 10.—[Special.}—A 

financial calamity has come upon Newfound- 

land the effects of which it will take years to 

remove. The first rumor of any trouble 

started Saturday evening, when a large firm 


(Duders) closed its doors. This morning the 


Commercial Bank of Newfoundland suspend. 
ed. Its liabilities are large. Dutra’ failure 
cost it $300,000, and five other firms, Good- 
ridges, the Jobs, Barns, Johnson, and Steers, 
all creditors of the bank, wound up their bus. 
iness today. The immediate cause of the 
financial crash was the death of Mr. Hall of 
the firm of Prowse, Hall & Morris of 
London, who acted as financial agents 
for most of the largest fish exporting 
houses here. The bank’s suspension em- 
barrassed many business concerns and unset- 
tled all the ordinary workings of trade. It is 
estimated that nearly $2,000,000 worth of 
fish, oil, and other producte of the colony’s 
industry are in store here and if a means 
ean be found of shipping this to 
market and realizing its value the sit- 
uation, which looks gloomy now, will be 
materially relieved. Outside banks are said 
to be willing to assist ia the work of shipping 
this store. The closi of the Commercial 
Bank caused a run on the Union Bank, and 
after half an hour it closed also. fhe 
Savings Bank is a creditor of the other 
two banks for upwards of a million dollars 
and takes a first lien on all their 
asseta. The Union Bank will import gold at 
the first opportunity. The Governor will send 
a delegate to England and another to Canada to 
try to arrange somecompromise. If nothing 
elsé can be done, the British Governmst prob- 
ably will make New Foundland a crown col- 
ony and administer affairs by commission of 
financial experts.

After the two big gunsof the 
Treasury Department had fired their broad- 
sides, it was deemed ad visa ble to adjourn the 
hearmg until tomorrow, and Chairman 
Springer gave notice to that effect.

Subsequently it was ascertained from the 
Chairman of the Banking and Currrency com-

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RAIL LINES UNSATISFACTORY, 


Last Week's Tonnage the Smatlest for Sev- 


eral Yéars for the First Week in De- 
éember—United States Has More Rau- 
roads than All Other Countries Com- 
bined<Intereeting Report by « German 


Official « Decrease in Illinois Centtal 


Earnings To Dismember Santa Fe. 

East- bound through shipments by the all- 
rail lines from C last week were nearly 
8,000 tons larger than for the week previous. 
This gain, however, is not satisfactory to 
railroad officials. Owmg to the close of lake 
navigation Dec. 1, since which time all east- 
bound traffic had to be shipped by rail, a 
much larger increase was expected. In fact, 
last week’s tonnage was the smallest on 
record for many years for the first week in 
December. For the corresponding week last 
year the total through shipments from Chi- 
cago by the same number of roads amounted 
to 38,422 tons, or 12,000 tons more than 
last week, and business was then considered 
extraordinarily dull. 

The total shipments of grain last week by 
the ten east-bound roads amounted to only 
9,641 tons, against 22,693 tons for the cor- 
responding week last year, and had it not 
been for an increase of about 1,000 tons in 
provisions the showing last week would have 
been even more unsatisfactory. As is usually 
tlie case when business is extraordinarily dull 
and the tariff rates unusually high, consider- 
able rate cutting is said to be practiced by 
some of the roads just now. The principal 
rate cutting is on provisions, but grain rates 
are also being cut about five cents per 100 
pounds, although even at the cut rates but 
little grain is moving. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traffic Association roads for the week ending 
last Thursday amounted to 24,427 tons, 
against 16.578 tons for the week previous, 
and 38,422 tons for the corresponding week 
Jast year. Flour shipments last week were 
3,377 tons, against 5,238 tons for the same 
week last year; grain, 9,641 tons, against 
22,693 tons; provisions, 11 409 tons, against 
10,491 tons. The percentages carried by the 
various roads were aa follows: Baltimore and 
Ohio, 9.4; Big Four, 8.5; Chicago and Erie, 
8; Chicago and Grand Trunk, 15.4; Lake 
Shore, 8.8; Michigan Central, 5; Nickel- 
Plate, 7.4; Pan-Handle, 10.5; Fort Wayne, 
14.1; Wabash, 12.9. 

Total shipments of all kinds of freight, ex- 
cept live stock, coal, and iron, from Chicago 
to through and local points in the East by 
various east-bound roads last week amounted 
to 45.433 tons. against 34,182 for the week 
previous, ano 62,266 tons for the correspond- 
ing week last year. The tonnage carried by 
the various roads was as follows: Michigan 
Central, 2.344 tons; Wabash, 4,145; Lake

POSSESSES THE MOST RAILROADS, 


United States Far Ahead in Railroad Me- 
age of Any Other Country. 

Wasuixetor, D. C., Dec. 10.—If the posses- 
sion of railroads and telegraphs is a gauge of 
civilization then the United States certainly 
stands far ahead of any other nation. In rail- 
rcads America has 218.8716 miles, or 
31.000 miles more than all of the remaining 
countries of the world combined, All Europe 
has but 144.359 miles, while Asia, notwith- 
standing its immense size, counts only 
23.219%¢ miles. Africa hds 7,2124¢ miles 
and Australia 12,685 miles of iron. Al of 
these facts are set out in the Annual Railway 
Record, published from the German Minister 
of Public Ways and transmitted to the State 
Department by United States Consul Morris 
at Ghent. The statistics are based on facts 
existing at the end of 1892, and present 


other features of interest than those 
above noted. For instance, they show 
that all of the railways of the 


world aggregate 406,348% miles in length, 
rather more than enough to girdle the earth 
sixteen times. Of European nations Germany 
has the greatest mileage, 27,451, with 
France second, 24,014. and Spain least of 
all, with 6,769 miles. For every 10,000 in- 
habitants in the United States there are 25.12 
miles of railroad, while in Europe the propor- 
tion falls to 4.22 miles per 10,000 inhab. 
itants. With our vast expanse of country we 
have 4,913 miles of road per 100 square 
miles, while in densely settied Europe the 
mileage is but 3,829 per 100 square miles. 

The world’s railways cost the enormbus sum 
of $33,500,000,000, or an average of 8121. 
260 per mile. The cheayest roads are in 
Australia, where in the western portion the 
price was as iow as $21,723 a mile. The 
roadsin the United States cost ten and a 
third billion dollars, or an average of 859 
298 a mile. 

The exhibit in the case of telegraph lines is 
scarcely less striking. The world’s mileage 
of lines is 1,062,543, of which 545,625 
miles are in America, 380.278 in Europe, 
67,481 in Asia, 21,562 in Africa, and 47,535 
in Australia.

The Need Is to Be Able to Buy Better 
Rather than to Earn More. 

Mrs. Kate Watson went to market yesterday 
morning, and in the afternoon exhibited 
choice cuts of meat and fresh, crisp vegetables 
before a class of student-housekeepers at the 
Chicago Cooking School, Athenzeum Building. 
mean while talking entertainingly on the prac- 
tical art ok marketing. As an introductory 
the lecturer said: ss 

Economy in buyi consists in the perfect 
adaptation of the purchase to the needs and purse 
of the purchaser. It seems a pity, with such 
variety of perfect foods as our climate prod 
there is so little knowl of h 
that best adapted to individual wants. 
of knowl is agreat cause of poverty. The 
need today is not so much to teach people how to 
earn more, but howto spend to the best ad- 
vantage that which they have®arned. 

Mrs. Watson would defend the rights— 
rights too often ignored—of the market-man. 
„It is impossible while waiting a turn to be 
served, she continued, not to notice quan- 
tities of fruit, crackers, candy, and other sup- 
plies disappear. offending custemers, 
usually women apd children, never for a 
moment seem to care that they are infringing 
on the rights of the market-man. On the 
other hand, if allowed to select the finest 
clusters of imported grapes or raisins, do not 
pick from the remaining bunches, leaving 
them unsightly. Do not strip the 
friendly husks. from corn, a slight 
opening in the side being sufficient to deter- 
mine its tenderness. The husks are to protect 
the ears, other customers are to follow.

Farm Price of Wheat In Lower than for 
Quarter of a Century. 

Government crop report returns for the 
month of December relate principally to the 
average farm price of the various agricultural 
products on the first day of the month. By 
farm prices is meant the prices of products on 
the farm or in the nearest railway 
market. In comparison of these prices 
with commercial quotations allowance must 
be made for cost of handling, trasportation, 
profits of dealers, etc, The farm price of 
corn averages 45,6c¢ per bu, or 9. 10 higher 
than the corresponding price last year, which 
was 836.5c per bu. It is. 6.3c per bu higher 
than the average price for the decade 1880 to 
1889, and 40 higher than the average price 
for the four years, 1800 to 1893, The aver- 
age price of wheat is 4. Sc per bu, the lowest 
in last twenty-five years, and 3838.90 
less than the erage for ten years, 
1880 to 1889, and 22.l1c less than the 
average for four years, 1890. to 1893. 
The average farm price of bariey is 44.3c 
per bu, against 40.6c for 1893, again of 3. 70. 
The price tor 1892 was 47,2c.. Lhe returns 
make the general price per bu of rye 50.5c, 
or L.3c iower than at same date last year, 
The average farm price of oats as returned 
Dec. 1 this year is 4. 10 higher than for corre 
sponding dates last year, bemy 32. per 
bu.

WRITE OFF CAPITAL. 


LONDON OONTRACT Alibis 
ASKED TO REDUCE THEIR STOOK. 


Owing: to Depreciation of Securities Di- 
‘rectors Ask Stockholders to Reduce the 
Capi 783,000—They Thea Promise 
Immediate Dividends=Aunual Report 

a of the Company= Diamond Match, Di- 
rectors Meet and Decide to Increase the

Stockholders of the English-American cor- 
porations have yet to feel whole depth of 
disappointment that is possible for a security- 
holder. Those who have looked upon van- 
ished promises of 15 per cent dividends and 
depressed stock market quotations as the full 
measure of their woe have to learn that there 
is possibility of even more disastrous condi- 
tions. The stockholders of the London and 
Chicago Contract Corporation will this year 
receive no dividend, and, in addition to that, 
the directors have asked them to write £2 per 
share off the ordinary and founders’ shares, 
as representing the capital which has boen 
lost by depreciation in the value of the secur- 
ities held by the company. This means a 20 
per cent reduction in the par value of the 
company’s stock ; a writing off of $7838, 000 
from the company’s capital stock. 

The annual report of the company arrived 
in Chicago yesterday. In regard to the tardi- 
ness of this report the same criticism can be 
made that was made a year ago. Thegeneral 
meeting of the stockholders was held in London 
Dec. G6. A report was issued to English stock- 
holders ten days prior to that time, but it is only 
now, four days after the meeting was held and 
fourteen days since the English stockholders re- 
ceived the report, that a few copies of it have 
reached Chicago. 

“The directors regret that the extreme com- 
mercial depression which they had to face during 
the first three years of the company’s existence 
has continued during the last year, and although

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| KERR TO GET POINTS. 


OHIOAGO'S LEXOW OHAIRMAN I¥ 
NEW YORK FOR INFORMATION. 


He Will Confer with Goff and Parkhurst 
te Find Out How They Successfully 
Probed inte Police Rottenness in the 
Eastern Metropolis=Two Busy Men In- 


deed, but They Are Expected to Tiny 


Off the Method to Him=—The Alderman 
Talks of Home Town Corruption. 


New York, Dec, 10,—[Special.}]—Chicago’s 
“ Lexow committee isin conference with 
the original Lexow committee’ in search of 
information. The Chicago committee has 
determined wisely to not proceed 
with the important work it has 
in hand relating to the alleged crookedness 
of the Chicago police force until it has had 
explained just how the now celebrated legis- 
lative body in the Eastern metrop- 
olis has probed into, opened, and ex- 
posed the rottenness that permeated the local 
police administration. It might be more ac- 
curately designated as the Chicago Kerr com- 
mittee, from the fact that the Chairman from 
the special committee of the regular Coun- 
cil Committee on Police Affairs of 
Chicago is Ald, William K. Kerr; and it is 
that gentleman who, on behalf of the special 
committee, has come to New York to find out 
how “things have been done.” Mr. Kerr 
arrived here this afternoon. His stay will 
be brief, but he hopes to meet during 
the next twenty-four hours the men who 
have been most conspicuous in the Lexow 
committee, and who have brought about the 
exposure of corrupt practices in police man- 
agement in New York. Up to this evening 
Mr. Kerr had not met any of these gentle- 
men, but he comes so amply equipped in the 
matter of personal presentation that he doubt- 
less will have little difficulty in nolding satis- 
factory conferences with John W. Goff, attor- 
ney for the Lexow committee; Mr. Lexow, 
Chairman of the committee; the Rev. Dr. 
Parkhurst, or any others directly or indirect- 
ly connected with the Lexow investigation 
whose acquaintance or advisement may be 
deemed of value to the furtherance of the 
work in Chicago. Tomorrow Ald. Kerr will 
meet Mr. Goff and the Rev. Dr. Parkhurst, 
and he.will tnen be able to state whether it 
will de necessary for him to remain in this 
city longer than will be necessary to transact 
sundry items of private business, which he is 
also in the city to attend to. 

Charges of Collusion in Chicago. 


Ald. Kerr is deeply in earnest in this affair 
of the regeneration of local government in 
Chicago, particularly so far, at least, as it 
pertains to the police. From a long talk 
with him it is evidenced the peo- 
ple of Chicago have deen patient 
and long suffering under the multitudinous 
abuses said to exist in the Police Department 
of that city. The local press, he says, has, 
times without number, publicly charged that 
the police were acting in _ collusion 
with various disreputable and criminal 
classes there, and that they have been re- 
ceiving pay for permitting these criminal 
ciasses to flauntingly carry on their unlawful 
vocations, thereby making the police force 
the protector and defender rather than 
the preserver of law and order. 
past, said Ald. Kerr, these charges have been 
openly made. He called attention to another 
poiat that demanded the closest scrutiny and 

severest punishment. 

At the recent elections, as has been 
charged, said Ald. Kerr, some of the 
police officers, disregarding their duties as 
guardians of the peace, in some cases wan- 
tonly clubbed inoffensive citizens and pulied 
thein out of the voters’ line while waiting for 
their turn to vote. In other instances they 
stood by indifferently while thugs were pound- 
ing and clubbing peaceable voters.“ 

Ald. Kerr went on to say in brief but forci- 
ble words were grave, serious 
charges, but their gravity and seriuusness were 
emphasized by the character of those mak- 
ing them, the most reputable citizens of 
Chicago. It was the emphasized manifesta- 
tion of the sentiment of the best elements of 
the city that had resulted in the inauguration 
of this movement to officially lay bare the 
corruption, arrogance, and brutal assertive- 
ness of the police force. He also went on to 
say in this connection that ia justice to the 
Mayor, the Chief of Poiice, and the people 
these charges demand rigid investigation. 


Investigation te Be Non-Partisan. 


There was one point upon which Chairman 
Kerr wished to lay particular stress—the ab- 
solute non-partisanship of the proposed in- 
quiry. He said there had been much said in 
the press of Chicago as to partisanship in this 
connection, but any such asseverations 
were unfair and calculated to interpose ob- 
stacles in the path of a just, unbiased, un- 
prejudiced investigation. 

It is the policy of our committee,” said 
Chairman Kerr, to conduct the investigation 
upon purely non-partisan lines on the princi- 
ple let no guilty man escape,’ be he mo- 
erat or Republican. The police officers 
against whom charges have been made 
will not be asked as to their politics.“ 
But Mr. Kerr gives these prospective 
witnesses before the Chicago ** Lexow’”’ fair 
werning of what there is in store for them 
when he says in his quiet, impassive way: 
“These police officers must be prepared to 
show the charges untrue or be subject to dis- 
cipline for their shortcomings. The investi- 

ation will be rigid, exhaustive, and thorough- 

y impartial.” 

There are several things the Chicago com- 
mittee wants to know and these explain Ald. 
Kerr’s presence here, In the first piace it 
desires to ascertain how the New-Yorkers 
went at it, then how they carried it out, and 
more than all how they succeeded in get- 
ting at what they have laid bare to the pub- 
lic. To do this necessitates thorough and full 
conferences with the men who have headed 
the reform movement in New York the 
last three years, and this will more 
than fill the time Ald. Korr has 
allotted for the work. He finds Mr. Goff 
overwhelmed with duties of the investiga tion- 
room and the examination of witnesses and 
the committee likewise daily encompassed 
with the public duties for which they were set 
up by the Legislature. He no doubt 
will be able to meet Dr, Parkhurst, who will 
afford him every facility within his power for 
the gathering of a full knowledge of how it 
was done; but Dr. Parkhurst can give largely 
the theoretical side that has led to certain 
results. What he and the Chicago com- 
mittee want, it is thought here, is a week 
of association and the freest confidence 
of John W. Goff—so as to get at how it is 
done. But perhaps with a broad knowledge 
of how the New York wedge was pointed the 
Chicago committee will proceed on its 
own kines and accomplish just as 
wonderful results from the daily develo 
ments of an inquiry honestly and determined- 
ly aimed at the center of the alleged cor- 
ruption. The good points of the New York 
inquiry, so far as they have been successful, 
will be taken up and foflowed out by the Chi- 
cago committee. 


Proof in Election Fraud Cases. 


Ald. Kerr says so far as the charges bear on 
the 2 rege in Chicago there is no 
Question as to proof against the police.

Over a week ago Tue Tarsus called atten- 
tion th the widespread rumor that the rail- 


roads were going to make a desperate effort 
to pags at the present session of Congress the 
bill to prevent competition and for the legal- 
ization of pooling, and that it was generally 
reported they had made an arrangement with 
the senior Senator from Illinois by which, in 
return for their support for reélection in the 
Legislature, he was to throw no ubstacles in 
the way of the passage of their anti-competi- 
tion bill in the Senate. In fact the report 
went: so far as to charge that he would 
actually vote for a repeal of the anti-pooling 
clauses of the inter-State law. 

At the same time this paper called on the 
Senator either to admit or deny—to say at 
once, in advance of the date of the Senatorial 
election, whether he was vigorously opposed 
to a scheme which was odious and would be 
severely injurious to the people, and would 
pledge himeelf to fight it; or whether he was 
in favor of putting the railroads in the saddle 
to ride the masses and furnishing them with 
Whip and spur. He was informed that what- 
ever his position was he should state it at 


‘once, so the Republican members of the Leg- 
islature might act intelligently and knowing 
y. The Cullomite papers were earnestly re- 


quested by Tux Tarsunz to urite in callmg 
on the Senator for an immediate explanation 
of his position on railroad pooling. 

But, strange to say, they ha ve not uttered a 
word about this railroad scheme, nor have 
they called on their favorite (Cullom) to tell 
where he stood on the highly important ques- 
tion.

ring sueh an office on Northern IIlinois. The

ize pooling was to be acted on was 
in the shape of ‘a special dispatch from 
the Washington correspondent of the Chicago 
Cullomite organ, the I- O., giving some of the 
arguments made by the monopolist friends of 
the extortion scheme and also containing the 
interesting information that Senator Cullom 
had opposed the insertion of an anti-pooling 
clause in the inter-State commerce act, and 
that it was Reagan of Texas who forced that 
important section into the bill. 

A few days later the bill to establish the 
supremacy of the railroads over all the busi- 

noss interests of the country and to give them 
a free hand to charge what they pleased came 
for consideration in the House, It has 
been hotly debated there for several days 
and its bad points have been shown up to the 
public. It is to be voted on today. But not 
even the faintest chirp against the repeal has 
been heard from a single Cullom cuckoo, not 
even from verbose, flatulent Calhoun's sheet 
in Decatur. For all their readers know of 
the stheme, casually referred to in the cuckoo 
reports of House proceedings, itis one of no 
consequence whatever, and in which the peo- 
ple have no interest. The noisy cuckoos 
have kept this bill and the Senator’s intended 
treachery a profound secret from their read- 
ers. 

If the bill passes to let the railroads form 
pools subject only to the weak, nerveless 
supervision of Bill Morrison and the four 
other back boneless members of the:commis- 
sion the railroads will be in a position to do 
with ease what they tried unsuccessfully to 
do for years prior to the passage of Reagan’s 
att Sta commerce act. Prior to that time 
the big, strong roads used to whip the little 
lines into a pooling agreement to stifle com- 
petition and push up charges on the masses. 
Then after a time the little lines would break 
away and there was a season of war and 
low rates. Then they would be whipped in 
again and the charges doubled up. 

If pooling is legalized, as Culiom desires, 
then the small roads, once coerced into mak- 
ing a contract with the big ones, will not be 


i able to get out of it. If they commit what 


will then be the legal offense of charging 
the community lower rates the United States 
cours will take them in hand and punish 
them. 

Cullom is said to be in favor of making it a 
crime for a road to ask less of the farmers 
and manufacturers of Illinois for carrying 
their products to market than the dictated 
pool rates. 


A LOT OF RECREANT RURAL NEWSPA- 
PERS. 

There is a bill before the House of Repre- 
sentatives to prevent railroad competition 
and to legalize pooling extortion which has 
been discussed for some days and is to be 
| voted on today. If it becomes a law, under 
it ahd under Mr. Justice Brewer's decision, 
the people of the United States will pay 100 
to 200 million dollars a year more on ac- 
eount of railway carrying charges than 
they do now. The producers and consum- 
ers will pay that much more than at 
| present, but will not get anything more from 
the railroads in return. Of this 100 to 200 
millions Illinois will have to pay a heavy 
shate, 8 to 10 per cent at least. One would 
imagine that every paper in the State would 
be éxposing and opposing this bill and warn- 
ing the Representatives and Senators that 
they must sternly be on the side of the people 
against the scheme.

THEY DARE NOT CRITICISE CULLOM. 

Prior to the election the Cullomite papers 
had not a word to say about reénacting the 
McKinley law. After election they had a 
great deal to say about it, and they waxed 
very wroth beca use this paper was too con- 
sistent to join in with the mob of office-seek- 
ers. But tite other day Cullom remarked that 
he would not reénact the McKinley law if he 
could, and that he could not if he would, 
That showed two successive party defeats had 
taught him something. 

Since he spoke his cuckoo organs have been 
far lest profuse in their vows of allegiance to 
the McKinley law. They have not stopped 
abusing Tun Tamer, but they have done so 
on general principles rather than because it 
refused to say Great is Diana of the Ephe- 
slans. Ci 

But not one of them bas censured Cullom 
for bis stab at the McKinley bill. They tried 
to scourge Tun Tamer for saying what he 
has said. Not one of the cuckoos dares to 
make a face at Cullom, Probably if he were 
tosay he was for English free trade the 
cuckoos would not rebuke him. They would 
say to one another, Hush; if we pitch into 
him, good by postoffloes. 

Cullom does not deny that he is for the bill 
to legalize pooling. His cuckoo organs have 
nothing to say in opposition to the passage of 
that bill, feeling satisfied as they do that Cul- 
lom favors it, The bill is against the inter- 
ests of the people, but Cullom is for it, and 
what cuckoo can hesitate as long as he expects 
Cullom will hold in his hand two years hence 
the juicy plums of Federal patronage? Offices 
buy silence, it appears. 

When talking against Chicago or against 
Tun Turnus these cuckoo editors bear them- 
selves like truculent swashbucklers. One 
would think they ate men raw for break fast 
and for dinner daily. They paw and they 
stamp and they say ha ha like the war- 
horse. But they are sucking doves and ‘fright. 
ened hares when Cullom is concerned. They 
are meek and lowly when they speak of him. 
They no more dare to criticise him than the 
officers of the Pullman company do to criti- 
cise the President of that corporation. Of 
course all know how Cullom tamed these 
bloodthirsty editors. Cullom’s “sop for 
Cerberus is the promise of an office. He 
throws that down the guliet of some editor, 
and at once he fawns and wheedles. There is 
no opiate like an office or the promise of one. 


CARLISLE AND STATE BANKS. 

The new currency plan offered by Secretary 
Carlisle and unqualitiedly indorsed by Pres- 
ident Cleveland in his message is open to nu- 
merous objections, but to none so much as in 
regard to the proposed dealing with State 
banks. It has been pointed out by several 
financial men that not only does Mr. Carlisle 
propose to abolish the tax on State bank is- 
sues, but the safeguards he would throw 
around the State institutions are not so strong 
as those he would insist on for the national 
banks. In fact, Representative De Witt War- 
ner (Dem.) criticises it to the extent of say- 
ing he fears the Carlisle plan “‘so burdens 
the national bank currency it proposes as 
practically to drive banks desiring to profit 
from circulation to take out State charters.” 

For example, it is proposed that the nation- 
al banks shall deposit a guarantee fund of 
legal tender notes equal to 30 per cent of the 
notes to be issued by them, while as to State 
banks it is suggested only that they shall 
“keep” a guarantee fund of legal tender 
notes, Under such an arrangement th@State 
bank could (and doubtiess would) include 
this 30 per cent among its current reserves, 
while the national bank would be obliged to 
keep good its current reserve in addition to 
the 30 per cent required to be deposited out 
of its own keeping. This is an onerous re- 
quirement, not on the national bank, if all 
were treated on the same plane, but very 
much against it when confined to that class of 
bank, since at only 4 per cent it amounts to 
1.7 per cent on the circulation gain of 70 per 
cent allowed. 

Besides this comparative injustice to the 
national bank the Carlisle plan involves injus- 
tice to the people. The safeguards thrown 
around the State institution are not so strong 
as that around the national bank, while the 
average State institution would be much the 


more precarious of the two if other condi- 


tions were equal, The State bank hardly 
could be watched so closely as the other, and 
would need more watching in order that the 
people receiving the notes should have the 
same amount of confidence in each. It may 
well be doubted whether the issue and circu- 
lation of State bank notes under the condi 
tions named would be productive of more 
harm than it is hoped to obtain benefit by the 
change in regard to issues by national banke. 

The New York Times (Dem.) finds fault 
with the obvious purpose of the Secretary to 
transfer to the banks themselves the actua! 
redemption of their notes, and with the fact 
that no specific regulation is suggested as to 
the manner of redemption. But the absolute- 
ly certain, and immediate redemption of notes 
from banks in all parte of the Union, at one 
point, with no expense or trouble except that 
ot shipment. is an essential condition of the 
free circulation of the notes now used. It is 
this feature that makes bank notes availabie 
as a really efficient national currency. ‘* We 
cannot afford to take any currency not 80 
available, and we do not see how that pro- 
posed by the Secretary can be so available. 
It will be so in a less degree for the State bank 
notes contemplated than for the national 
bank notes, and evenfor those the availabil- 
ity will aot be perfect.“ 

The whole State banking part of the Car- 
lisie proposition is so faulty that it ought to 
be expunged from any scheme that is serious- 
ly considered by the lawmakers of the Nation. 
It is a pandering to the State sovereignty 
notions that still prevail in some parts of the 
South. Mr. E. O. Leech, formerly Director 
of the Mint, makes in this connection the 
eminently sensible remark that “as State 
banks can, under existing law, become nation- 
al banks, it seems to me it would be better 
to confine the issue to banks holding a na- 
tional charter.” Mr. Leech also observes 
that unless there is a strict legal requirement 
by which banks that are not prudently man- 
aged can be held to accountability the ten- 
dency would be constantly to make the most 
possible with the money, especially by banks 
not in large clearing-house cities where pub- 
licity is given to bank statements. He asks: 
„ Who would know whether the State Na- 
tional Bank of Oshkosh had one-quarter of 
iu deposits in actual money or one-hun- 
dredth?”’ 

There would be the trouble, but with this 
important difference, that depositors usually 
reside or do business near the bank in which 
they place their. funda, while the holders. of

it ought not to be permitted to a lot of banks 
in forty-five different States to issue currency, 
especially not when the supervision over 
‘them would be less than that extended to 


the national banks. The farther away the 
greater the danger. The little outlying 
banks, in the.areas where the craze for cheap 
money is the most decided, would be con- 
stant sources of apprehension and probably 


of frequent loss. They would furnish numer- 


ous instances more or less closely parallel to 
the wildcat banking methods which prevailed 
previous to 1861. The country does not 
want another experience of that kind, and in- 
evitably it would have itif his Satanic Majesty 
were allowed to insert his tail into the open- 
ing in the banking system which the meas- 
ure proposed by Seeretary Carlisle so der- 
terously provides for his sinister e 
with the finances. 


UNREASONABLE FREIGHT RATES. 

The Nebraska Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners recently undertook to prescribe 
“reasonable rates of freight to be charged 
by the railroads of that State, The railroads 
appealed to the courts and obtained from 
Judge Brewer a decision in their favor. He 
has affirmed the right of the Commissioners 
to regulate rates, but ruled that reasonable 
rates must be rates based on the capitalized 
value of the lines, not on the cost of construc. 
tion. He is quoted as saymg: 

If a road cost $20,000 a mile to build and is 
stocked. and bonded for $70,000 a mile, its 
freight fates may be based upon its caritaliza- 
tion, not its cost, and courts must still construe 
them as reasonable. 

So, according to Judge Brewer, ifa rail- 
road is capitalized at twice its actual value, 
the bonds baving been made to pay all the 
cast of construction and equipment, while the 
stock was absorbed by men who paid nothing 
for it except the small amount expended in 
the preliminary organization of the company, 
it is fair and reasonable for them to charge 
rates which will pay full dividends on that 


. water-stock in addition to interest on tne 


bonds. According to him it is just and right 
to make the net income twice as much as 
would have been reasonable had the line been 
honestly built and honestly managed, with 


due reference to the rights of the people as 


well as of the men who hold the securities. 
Shippers are to be made to pay several cents 
per 100 pounds extra on all the freight they 
send by rail in order that a lot of sharks may 
collect ** dividends ’’ to which they have no 
moral right and to which they ought not to 
have any right in law. The two billions or 
more of watet in the railroad stocks of the 
United States, and another large amount in 
bonds that equally are water,“ is to be a 
source of revenue placed ou a par with the 


securities that were paid for with the money 


used to build and equip the lines against 
which they were issued. This water revenue 
is to be squeezed out of the producers, most 
of whom already are receiving for their 
produce prices that do not pay a sufficient re- 
turn for the c ost of raising the crops. 

If this be law it is of a kind that makes 
Judges odious and causes the people to be 
dissatisfied with the institutions of the coun- 
try in which they live. It is of the sort that 
breeds disrespect for the law and tempts 
those of the weaker consciences to violate it. 
But it cannot be good law. Such a decision 
is not in accordance with the dictates of com- 
mon sense. Therefore itis bad iaw. Statu- 
tory law is supposed to be written common 
sense, which this decision is not. Bogus cap- 
ital, such as is sought to be collected on in 
Nebraska, does not stand on the same level 
as real capital, and any court that decides 
otherwise runs counter to the interests of the 
people and to their legal rights uhder the 
common law which those courts are chosen 
to interpret and’adminiseter. If the Supreme 
Court sustains this decision there will be an 
agitation to reform the court, for the people 
will not contentedly accept such an inter- 
pretation of the law and they ought not to 
do 80. 

„Fair and reasonable rates are such as 
will leave a fair return on the capital invested 
after the costs of operating aud maintaining 
the road have been met. Rates which are 
put so high that they will pay the dividend 
and interest on a vast quartity of water in 
the shape of stocks and bonds are unreason- 
able and unjust, and cannot be otherwise, no 
matter how ingeniously the case may be ar- 
gued by the parties who want to reap where 
they have not sown and to gather and enjoy 
the fruits of other men’stoil. And this is 
precisely the point at issue in the clamor by 
certain railroad managers for permission to 
pool, to have the law affirm they have a right 
to levy blackmail upon tae people that they 
may be able to pay annual returns on bogus 
capital as if it were real. That is the whole 
becret. The plea that having this permission 
they would treat all shippers alike is as great 
a delusion as is the bogus capital on which 
they want to pay interest and dividends. Un- 
der such an arrangement they would be 
greater tyrants than ever before, and there 
is too much reason to fear that one of the 
features of the tyranny would be wider dis- 
criminations than are practiced now, while 
the service would be far poorer in the ab- 
sence of the competition which at present 
renders it necessary to make some show of 
catering to the wishes of the people. 


THE ARMENIAN OUTRAGES. 

The recent outrages committed upon the in- 
offensive Armenians by the savage Kurds, 
acting upon the instructions and under the 
inspiration of the Turkish Goverament, have 
at last attracted the attention of the Berlin 
signatory powers, and all foreign diplomatic 
intercourse at Constantinople has been sus- 
pended, pending the exchange ‘of views, 
which, upon England’s suggestion, is now 
proceeding between these powers with the 
view of taking joint action upon the Armen- 
ian question. Meanwhile the President of 
the United States has delegated authority to 
Consul Milo Jewett to inquire into the out- 
rages and make an independent report. The 
action of the President has called out un- 
friendly criticism in some quarters where it 
is regarded as intermeddling with foreign af- 
fairs. ‘The criticism does not hold good in 
this case, however, as the policy of this gov- 
eroment ia not to meddie with political 
affairs or bécome involved with entangling 
foreign alliances. The Armenian massacres 
have no political bearing. An investigation 
of them by the representative of the United 
States has no relation to a recognition of any 
foreign alliances. It is purely independent 
action. It is a question of simple humanity 
with which this country has the right of in- 
vestigation and of protest in case the facts 
are found to be as stated. The people of the 
United States have the same right to sympa- 
thize with suffering Armenians as in the rast 
they have had to sympathize with suffermg 
Irish and Russians, and all the more so that a 
considerable number of Amenians are to be 
found in every large city of this country. 

It is a hopeful sign that the nations of 
Europe are waking up toa realization of the 
horrible crueities practiced by the Kurds 
against the Armenians and that they ere dis- 
posed to hold the Turkish Government re- 
sponsible for them, as not long since they 
held it responsible for the atrocities practiced 
in Bulgaria, which provinee they rescued

Tun action of the commercial middlemen 
assembled in Philadelphia and St. Louis, who 
have placed themselves on record as favoring 
railroad pooling, cannot be understood ex- 
cept by one who knows something of the 
position of those individuals. The middle- 
man acts as the agent for producer or con- 
sumer, and mostly for the fornrerin the case 
of produce excharge business, as on the 
average one buyer. takes the offerings 
of perhaps several sellers. He takes his 
‘“‘commission for the service performed, 
and loses nothing by an advancein freight 
rates, unless that advance be so great as to 
cut off business for the time being, and where 

all were served alike there would be no differ- 
ence in that respect. But the advance that 
must follow if the railroads obtained 
permission to pool would make a 
big difference to the producer. Practically 
ali of it would have to come out of his pocket. 
It would be so in the case of produce sold to 
go abroad, because that has to be offered in 
another country in competition with material 
not subjected to the higher freight rates, and 
unless in times of comparative scarcity the 
home buyer is not obliged to pay more for an 
article than the price at which the surplus is 
exported. So these commission men are tak- 
ing the heartless position of voluntarily ask- 
ing that their clients, the producers of the 
United States, shall be mulcted to the extent 
of something like two hundred million dol- 
lars per annum in order to enable the rail- 
road management to pay dividends on stock 
which consists mostly of water. Doubtless 
there has been a system of rebates in force 
for years past which militated against the 
smaller shippers, and thus interfered with the 
business of these middiemer. But that fact 
does not form a sufficient excuse for their 
resolve in favor of railroad pooling, which 
shows they have been thinking only of them- 
selves, without any regard to the rights of the 
people who puy them their commissions, 


Wuew the roads pool they will raise rates. 
Judge Brewer of Kansas has just told them in 
a recent decision that they would be justifiéd 
in doing so. That “righteous Judge has just 
informed them hey are entitled to a fair 
return on the capitalized valuation of their 
roads ’’—on stock which is wind and on bonds 
which are largely water. If a road has cost 
$20,000 per mile cash and has in addition 
$50,000 a mile of water stock it may charge 
enough to pay a fair dividend or interest on 
this bogus stock! They will add 100 to 200 
millions a year to the carrying charges of the 
country that they may be able to declare good 
dividends on a couple of billions of stock 
which bas never been paid for. These re- 
marks do not of course apply to those few 
roads whose subscribed stock was paid in. 

Consumers will pay more for all they buy, 
producers will get less for all they sell under 
this scheme, which Cullom favors. The pooled 
roads will pocket the difference. Chicagoans 
will pay more for the fruits and vegetables of 
the Illinois farmers, but the farmers will also 
get less for them. The total loss to Illinois 
under the scheme the senior Senator favors will 
be many millions. Concerning the bill which 
would do these things the thirty or forty Cul- 
lomite editors have not a word to say in dis- 
approval, They take no more notice of the 
bill to legalize pooling and extortion than if 
it were under consideration by the Legis- 
lature of New Zealand. How long are they 
going to be mum? Cannot they stop invent- 
ing and propagating lies about Tus Trisunz 
long enough to say what they think of this 
Cullom scheme, or whether they think Bill 
Morrison can keep the roads in check better 
from committing extortion than free compe- 
tition can?

BIG DEFICIT IN ITALY’S FINANCES. 


Budget for 1895-96 Presented to the 
Chamber of Depnutie«. 

Rome, Dec, 10.—The budget for 1895.90 
wae presented to the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day by Sig. Sonnino, Minister of Finance, 
whovexplained that the deficit was estimated 
at 70.740, 000 lire ($14,148,000). He add- 
ed that economies would be effected in all 
the .government departments, and that 
the total sum thus saved would 
amount to 53,000,000 lire ($10,600,000). 
Of this sum 20,000,000 lire ($4,000,000) 
would be saved by reducing the expenditures 


for the account of the army and navy. The 


sum of 27,000,000 lire ($5,400,000) 
would be raised by the duties on raw cotton 
and refined sugar, by a proportionate increase 
in the duties on raw sugar, cocoons, and 
grain, and by fresh taxation on matceh- boxes 
and on the consumption of gas and electric 
light by private persons. 


MEKICO SAYS IT CAN WHIP GUATEMALA

Oaxaca, Mex., Dec. 10.—Reports have been 
received here of a number of skirmishes be- 
tween the Guatemalan and Mexican troops on 
the border of the two countries, and the peo- 
ple of this part of Mexico are aroused to the 
highest pitch of excitement.

Steamship Wairarapa’s Loss Due to the

Avoxtanp, N. Z., Dec. 10.—The court of 
inquiry has found that the steamship Waira- 
rapa, bound from Sydney, N. S. W., to this 
port, and which was wrecked the night of 
Oct. 28 on Great Barrier Island, with the loss 
of over eighty lives, was lost through the 
fault of the Captain, McIntogh, who was among 
the drowned. Chief Officer Noyes, in addition, 
has been found guilty of negligence, but not 
to an extent great enough to cause the sus- 
pension of his certificate. The court also 
found that the boat drill on board the steam- 
ship was a farce and that the crew failed to do 
all which might have been expected of British 
seamen in such an emergency.

BLIXT IN A PANIO PROM TERROR. 


Other Crimes Are Thought to Barden 


Mise Ging’s Murderer. 

‘Minn., Dec. 10,—Claus A. 
Blixt, the confessed murderer of Catherine 
Ging, is a pitiable object this moraing. Now 
that the awful secret which he held hae been 
revealed he seems utterly shattered. Every 
few minutes he sends for Chief of Pol'ce 
Smith, whom he seems to regard as the only 
friend he has on earth, and breaks out into 
lamentations over his hard fate. All night 
long the nerve-shattered murderer was 
haunted with the face of his victim, and 
he was id to be alone in 
his coll. Jailer McKenna remained 
with him the entire night and was instructed 
to speak encouragingly to him for fear his 
mind might give way. Blixt has asked that 
the Chief of Police at Cannon Falls, Minn., 
where he once lived, be sent for, andit is 
suspected he has the weight of another mur- 
der on his soul which he is anxious to, con- 
fess. It ies understood Blixt's wife in that 
village died suddenly and mysteriously. He 
also has asked that his relatives, respectable 
farmers near Cannon Falls, be sent for. His 
record is being looked up thoroughly, and 
there are rumors of the death of two wives 
—he has since married again. 

The belief is growing that Harry Hayward 
made use of nee to gain so strong an 
influence over tools and vietims. Ciaus 
Blixt says he did. He told the officers that 
Harry had controlled him with hypnotic pow- 
er, as he also had Miss Ging. murderer 
shudderei when he made this statement and 
appeared to stand in mortal terror of Harry 
even then. With gestures of the hands he illus- 
trated how Harry hypnotized girls. The time 
he fired the bern, Harry. he said, threatened 
to kill him if he did not obey his command. 
He looked through me with those eyes and 
I set flre to the barn without saymg another 
word,” said Blixt, quaveringly. “On the 
morning after the fire he made me sign a pa- 
per saying I had set fire to the barn. I signed 
my name to the paper and after that when- 
ever he wanted me to do th for him he 
would show me the paper and threaten to 
send me to Stillwater for ten years if 1 re- 


fused.” 
It is now remembered Adry Hayward, the 


brother. in his confession alluded to the terri- 
ble influence Harry had over him. He could 


not explain it, but gave the impression it was 
almost impossible for him to resist Harry’s 
wishes when they were pressed upon him, It 
is known Harry had a wonderful influence 
over the dead girl. 

It was decided this morning there would be 
no arraignment of Blistin the Municipal 
Court, but this case should go direct before 
the grand jury, which began an investigation 
of the crime today. Harry was not told of 
Blixt’s confession until this morning, and 
reporters have been denied access to 
him by order of his attorney, W. 
E. Hale. Sheriff Ege went over to 
St. Paul and spent t night with him 
in the county jail. Ege has a way of getti 
a prisoner’s confidence, but it is not bellev 
he will be able to get any admissions from 
the arch-conspirater. Yesterday afternoon 
the prisoner talked and laughed a great deal, 
and during the religious services in the jail he 
joined in the singing. This morning he was 
seer the papers containing the story of 

lixt’s confession. After reading them he said 
the whole thing wasa fake and concocted by 
Blixt to save his neck. He said he himself 
might have something to say soon which 
would show things in a new light. 

The burning of the elevator at Hamel, in 
this county, on which Miss Ging had a mort- 
gage is now ascribed to Harry Hayward. It 

known he was very anxious for her to real- 
ize on her loan of $1,200 at once, and that 
she made the effort through her financial 
agents, but was unsuccessful. Just at that 
juncture the elevator opportunely burned, and 
the insurance money was paid the mortgagee. 
The owner, Julius Jenson, says the fire be- 
yond question, wasincendiary.

Fifth Annual Holiday Exhibition Opened 
by a Reception. 

The fifth annual holiday exhibition of the 
Chicago Society of Artists was opened by a 
reception last evening in the galleries at No.

that such departure is in the interest of the Ber. 
erty-owners as well as the general public. It 
no doubt true that 
Bureau of Special Assessments, which requires 
a regular ascertained revenue for its support, 
each assessment is perhaps more economically 
spread and collected, and work upon each 
improvement is more satisfactorily done under 
the supervision of the Street rtment 
than could accom plished 
employment of separate and distinct 
agents in each particular case. It may 

therefore, that the only practical 
way of maintaining these departments is by fix- 
ing an estimated percentage sufficiently large to 
cover the cost and expenses to be added to the

From careful reports made to me by officers 
having charge of the collection of special assess- 
ment and the supervision of improvements made 
by that means it seems too clear to admit of dis- 
pute that one-half of 1 per cent upon the amount 
of the assessment will, in a vast majority of 
cases, be wholly inadéquate to pay the absolute- 
ly necessary cost of inspection. Indeed, it ap-

Counsel for the Two Ex-Banking Brothers 
Makes a Brilliant Move in the Case 
Now on Trial by Tendering to the 
Principal Witness the Amount of His 
Deposit with Inuterest= Done on the 
Plea He Had Never, in Person, Asked 
IteFine Points Argued. — 

Counsel for the two Meadowcroft brothers, 
who are being tried before Judge Brentano, 
under Sec. 25a, Chap. 38, Rev. Stat, prev- 
jously printed in Taz Trreuns, created a gen- 
uine sensation yesterday by the novel manner 
by which they attempted to clear their clients. 
That the force and validity of the statute 
would be aftacked was foreseen and became 
more and more certain every day as the trial 
proceeded, but it was an entirely unexpected 
and novel method that was emoloyed. 
Mr. Eddy placed the prosecuting 
and complaining witness,.John D. Col- 
lins, on the witness-rtand and tendered 
to him, after securing from him the admis- 
sion that be personally had never made a de- 
mand on either of the brothers, as indi vid - 
uals, for the return of his deposit, the full 
sum deposited by him June 3, 1893, and in- 
terest thereon for one year six months and 


one week. This, under the direction of the 


State’s-Attorney, was refused, whereupon Mr. 
Eddy announced that the case for the defense 
was closed, and that by the tender of the 
deposit and interest thereon the loss 


to the depositor had been canceled and, the 


statute having been satisfied in that regard, 
it nd longer became applicable to his clients, 
So extraordinary was this proceeding that it 
was at first openly characterized by the State 
as the compounding of a felony. Mr. Eddy 
stoutly and brilliantly defended his 
position, acknowledged that in every 
other criminal procedure his position 
would be false and inexcusable, but 
that this particular statute was peculiar 
and sui generis. He claimed that the element 
of loss to the depositor was a necéssary ingre- 
dient of the crime which the statute defined, 


and that loss the defendants, or either of them, , 


had a right to wipe out at au time. A legal 
battle royal followed which lasted all day 
and which will be fought again today and 
tomorrow. Then the case will go to 
the jury, unless, indeed, counsel for 
the defense succeed in so convincing Judge 
Brentano of the soundness of their position 
that he will order a verdict of acquittal to be 
brought in. 
Mr. Eddy’s Novel Attack. 


That the statute is badly and loosely con- 
structed is freely admitted, but until At- 
torney Eddy sprung his novel attack it had 
been believed competent for the pur for 
which it was framed. If Mr. dy is 
correct and his construction of the statute is 
upheld the statute contains in itseif a ‘clause 
which renders it nugatory and void, and no 
presecafion can successfully brought 
against any banker who receives deposits 
when his bank is insolvent. There are a 
number of cases waiting trial under this stat- 
ute, all of which would fall through if Mr. 
Eddy is sustained. 

Court was opened promptly at 10 o'clock 
and along argument was expected on the 
motion to exciude all testimony which had 
been set for argument at the adjournment 
Saturday. Counsel for the defense suggest ed 
that the court formally overrule the moton 
without argument at this time, so that all 
arguments could be made at one time when 
the arguments came up on the instructions to 
the jury. Counsel on both sides and the court 
discussed the matter quietly and all acqui- 


esced. 

„Weill, gentlemen, said the Judge, what 
next? 

Mr. Eddy explained that he had expressed a 
wish to further cross-examine John D. Collins, 
the complaining witness, that he had been 
sent for, and that he desired to have him on 
the stand before presentmg any wit- 
ness for the defense. Mr. Collins was 
sent for and a long .hour of waitmg 
followed. There was someth strange 
about the whole proceeding, but Mr. Eddy 
claimed it was all right. that the sudden de- 
termination to postpone argument was to 
save time. “Why argue it twice?” he 
asked, It would be making two bites ofa 
cherry. But the State scented danger and 
was on the alert. At 11:15 a. m. Mr. Coi- 
lins arrived. He was puton the stand and 
Mr. Eddy began: 

** You testified, Mr. Collins, did you not, 
that you deposited $200 in the Meadowcroft 
Bros.’ Bank June 3, 1893? Now, Me. Col- 
lins, did you ever personally make a demand 
for the return of that money?

„Mr. Collms, I have here the amount of 
your deposit, with interest thereon to date, 
and on behalf of these deferdants I tender it 
to you.“ 

He refuses it.“ said Mr. Morrison; “it 
would be compounding a felony.”’ 

** Whether he takes it or not does not mat. 
ter, tranquilly replied Mr. Eddy, che ten- 
der has been made, and, under the law, a re- 
fusal to accept auch tender cancels the debt 
and these defendants owe this man nothing.”’ 

What have you got there?’ asked Mr. 
Trude, picking up the roll from the corner of 
the Judge’s desk, where Mr. Eddy had left it. 
The money was counted, There was $227, 
“the amount deposited with interest, as Mr. 
Eddy explained. Mr. Trude wanted to know 
whether it was to become a permanent part of 
the record or what would be done with it. It 


was suggested that it be placed with the Clerk 


of the court. “There to remain for the 

resent as a constant tender,” said Mr. 

ddy. He then — excused r. Collins 
and, in reply to a question from Mr. Trude as 
to what the tender meant, turned to the court 
and began a forceful and brilliant argument, 
He said, havmg made a tender of the debt 
and thereby wiped it out, the depositor Col. 
ling bad suffered no loss whatever, as the 
statute expressly provided that the essence of 
the crime was the *‘ receiving a deposit at a 
time when a bank was insolvent, whereby the 
deposit so made shall be lost to the depos- 
mor.“ 


It is not so lost,“ he continued. “ He | 


never asked these defendants to pay him, and 
now they come forward, pay him what they 
owe him, and thus extinguish his loss. It 
makes no difference where the money comes 
from. There itis. I transaction is closed. 
Mr. Collins deposited $200. He has $227, 
the amount, with interest. He has suffered 
no loss and has no further ground of com- 
plaint against these defendants.”

It 
was not Collins but the people of the State 
who brought suit against the accused. We 
have proved our case, continued Mr. Trude; 
„proved it beyond all question, and this act 
on their part was the last refuge of a desper- 
ate use. 

Mr. House again argued his case, citing 
Wright vs. P., 61 III., 384; City of Chicago 
ve. Rumpff, 45 III., 99; and Ottawa Gas- 
light Company vs. Downey, 127 Iil., 204, in 
support ot his contention of how the statute 
should be construed and particularly 
against Mr. Morrison's line of argument. He 
also cited a recent decision by Judge Blanch- 
ard in the Fish case. Mr. Eddy and Mr. 
Trude closed the argument. 

The motion to exclude was then overruled 
and argument deferred until the instructions 
shail be reached.
